WORK WILL CONTINUE 


Germans Have R ecovered From Disastrous R e­ 
verse Last Month and Start Drive for Channel 
Ports and Paris Before Daw n This Morn­ 
ing—Attack French and British on Tw o 
Fronts With Heavy Bombardments 
and Great Masses of Troops 


B y Associated Press L eased Wire 
The Germans resumed their drive for a decision on 
the west front after a lapse of nearly four weeks, striking 
to the south b etween Rheims and Soissons and in Flanders 
on the northerly side of the Lys salient. 
While it is too early for the true German intent to b e 
disclosed, the effort apparently is simultaneously to push 
through to the channel ports on the north and thus b reak 
up the British front and to strike for Paris in the south 
in an effort aimed mainly at the French. 
The main field of the German attack which was b egun 
last March and was halted after the disastrous enemy re­ 
verse in Flanders late in April—the Somme region in the 
direction of Amiens—has b een neglected b y the German 
comi. >nd in this new thrust. The possib ility exists, how­ 
ever, that the fighting will b e extended to this area as the 
j b attle develops. 
The southern b low, which covers a front of some 40 
miles, and is apparently b y far the most important of the 
two, comes at a point which has not b een considered the 
most prob ab le field for the renewal of the German at­ 
tempt. The fact that b oth the British and French troops 
hold this front give indications that General Foch, the al­ 
lied commander in chief, is hardly caught napping and has 
large forces massed there.

To furnish exact data on which food 
fedv ioe can be based and to supply in­ 
formation regarding the rational and 
economical use of foods is the 
war 
v rork of the Office of Home Econom­ 
ics, United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. Special attention is paid by 
the experts in this office to the\prob* j 
Jems of the housekeeper in usingifood 
and food combinations in such a'way 
that the diet will be satisfactory* and 
adequate and yet effect a sav ing'of j 
the foods which now need to be sav ed, j 
Some phases of these inv estigations ! 
are brought out in a recent report of j 
this office to the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture. 
Studies on the digestibility and uses 
of culinary and table fats are one im­ 
portant line of work. Special attention 
is giv en to v egetable fats, 
such as 
nut oils and fruitseed oils which are* 
little known or used, and which may! 
Jac .properly called agricultural by-pro* 
ducts, to determine whether they aroi 
suited for use in the home for food* 
purposes. 
Bulletins reporting the.se 
experiments hav e been issued and are 
being prepared for publication. 
Continuing the work on the digesti­ 
bility ai|l uses of cereal foods, atten­ 
tion has been paid 
particularly 
to 
wheat flour made by the old-fashioned 
milling process, and 
to 
the use of 
grain sorghums — kaiir, fetcrita, milo 
maize, kaoliang — and buckwheat., as 
well as the influence of fineness of 
grinding and preparation on the food 
v alue of those and other grains. From 
the wo» -1- with milo and proso the gen­ 
eral conclusion drawn by the special­ 
ists is that while bread 
from these 
meals would contribute to the protein 
of the diet, the grains used were de­ 
cidedly important as a source of car­ 
bohydrates. Studies of home canning 
of animal and 
v egetable 
products, 
prepaarations of food for the table— 
particularly the use of fruits and v eg­ 
etables dried by domestic methods— 
the extended use of potatoes as a 
starchy food, and the preparation of 
v arious grains in palatable forms as 
substitutes for wheat hav e been other 
features of these inv estigations. How 
housewiv es can plan rationally chosen 
economical meals has been suggested 
by the home economics specialists in 
a number of nontechnical

su periority of the G erm an s. 
He in dicates th at u n ity of n ation s m u st be 


based on the leadership of the “ most efficien t people,” an d of cou rse he 
sees n o efficien cy an y w here ex cpt in Grm an y . 


Professor Spahn is qu oted In an in flu en tial G erm an m agazin e of recen t 


date. 
He say s: 
“ The n eed nt the presen t hou r is n ot u n iv ersal peace an d 


ru le of law an d, freedom of peoples, bu t clearn ess abou t v ital con dition s of 


th e German people an d state an d abou t the fu ll dev elopm en t of ou r own 


state of ex isten ce. 
If the dream of the u n ity of the E u ropean peoples is to 


become a reality , it can n ot be based u pon the equ ality of all. 
Peoples are 


m ad e for equ ality ju st as little as are in div idu als. 
Un ity m u st be based 


u pon the leadership of the m ost efficien t people. 
On ly a race so fu ll of 


idealism as the G erm an s is capable of lightin g th e horizon of hu m an ity 
w ith an idea so great an d etern al.” 


Professor Spahn is a fit represen tativ e of the G erm an ju n k ers, who are 


m ad with lu st of power. 
It is a m adn ess which is su re to lu re them an d 


th e ir au tocratic gov ern m en t to down fall.

Hav e y ou ev er hu n g y ou r pet sw eat­ 
er away on a coat han ger for a cou ple 
of day s?

Well, here is a su ggestion to rn ak i 
the k eepin g of y ou r sweaters tru ly 
easy . 
Hav e a special sweater holder. 
This special holder is n o more than a 
hu ge embroidery rin g, of the sort that 
is u sed for the han dles an d tops 
of 
k n ittin g bags. 
Attach 
a ribbon or 
tape to the rin g at each en d, an d 
by 
mean s of this ribbon han g 
it on 
a 
hook . Then pu ll the sweater thru the 
rin g. 
Sev eral may be placed on the 
same rin g withou t an y trou ble. 
The rin g, to be best fitted for 
its 
work , shou ld be wou n d with satin rib­ 
bon . 
The qu ality n eed n ot be ex pen ­ 
siv e, bu t the shin y su rface of the satin 
ribbon mak es it easier 
to 
pu ll 
the 
sweaters thru the rin g an d there is n o 
possibility of splin ters from the su r­ 
face of the wood when it is cov ered 
in this way .

season ? If these con dition s ex ist, does 
n ot the failu re of the sy stem to giv e 
the desired resu lts lie with the farm er 
rather than the sjstem ? 
In the sprin g, when the root sy stem 
of the y ou n g plan t is dev elopin g, it is 
essen tial that the lev el of the grou n d 
water be main tain ed at su ch a depth j 
as alway s to permit free grow th of the 
roots down ward as well as laterally 
The con trol of the waicr lev el is the 
pu rpose of an y drain age improv emen t. 
The largest retu rn s on mon ey in v est­ 
ed in su ch improv emen ts can be ob­ 
tain ed on ly when 
they 
accomplish 
their real pu rpose, an d this pu rpose 
can be accomplished on ly by k eepin g 
the drain s in the best possible state of 
efficien cy . 
To obtain the greatest degree of ef­ 
ficien cy in drain age improv emen ts, as 
in an y other work , frequ en t in spection 
is n ecessary . Bru sh an d weeds shou ld 
be cu t from the ban k s of 
the 
open 
ditches an d the latter clean ed ou t to 
the proper depth. Open in gs shou ld be 
made in to the ditches 
where 
n eces­ 
sary to perm it the su rface w’ater in 
the fields to flow off rapidly . 
In tile sy stems, if the ou tlet has n ot 
been protected 
by a 
headwall, on e 
shou ld be con stru cted, for u n protected 
ou tlets are often damaged 
by 
stock 
an d the action of su rface water. 
If a 
tile drain empties in to an open ditch 
or swale, steps shou ld be tak en to see 
that su fficien t fail ex ists in the ditch 
to remov e the water as fast as it is 
discharged from the tile; otherwise 
the water will back u p in to the tile 
an d the efficien cy of the drain will be 
impaired. 
Where su rface in lets an d 
san d traps hav e been in stalled in a 
tile sy stem these shou ld be ex amin ed, 
an d clean ed if n ecessary .

Reason s for Potatoes With Meat 
Meat an d potatoes are a good food 
combin ation , an d may be a better diet 
than bread an d meat, accordin g to the 
Un ited States Departmen t of Agricu l­ 
tu re. 
At this time, when a plen tifu l 
su pply of potatoes mak es them cheap, 
an d when wheat an d flou r are 
high, 
tiie av erage family , say s the 
depart­ 
men t, may fin d it wise to 
eat 
less 
wheat foods, an d to u se potatoes In ­ 
stead. 
Potatoes at a dollar a bu shel 
giv e more en ergy an d good min eral 
basis than bread at 5 cen ts a half- 
pou n d loaf. 
Most person s 
lik e 
potatoes 
with 
meat, 
an d 
they 
fu rn ish 
v alu able 
starch; bu t it is poin ted ou t that mere 
starch is n ot all that is n eeded, an d 
that the min eral con ten t of potatoes 
is of v alu e in cou n teractin g the acid- 
formin g su bstan ces 
in meat. 
These 
acids are presen t also in cereals, while 
v egetables, fru it, an d milk hav e an ex ­ 
cess of n eu tralizin g alk alis. Therefore 
potatoes are better with meats than « 
are rice, bread, an d macaron i. 
Fu rthermore, potatoes assist in reg­ 
u latin g the digestiv e tract, to a great­ 
er ex ten t than white flou r, macaron i, 
an d polished rice. 
Potatoes may be 
added to the diet in bread itself by 
mix in g a portion of fin ely mashed po­ 
tatoes with flou r. 


Low-priced foods can be made to 
taste ju st as good as the higher-priced 
on es when cook ed lon g, 
an d 
sav ory 
v egetables an d other flav orin g in aie- 
riu ls added.

Econ omical 
Gain s Made by Allowin g An imals 
to Help Themselv es. 
The qu ick est, easiest, an d most eco­ 
n omical method of fatten in g pigs, with 
the least ex pen ditu re of grain an d la­ 
bor, is tk ror i he u se of self-feeders. 
A self-feed 
on sists 
of a hopper 
large en ou gh to hold a su pply of feed 
su fficien t to last sev eral day s an d 
a 
trou gh below it In to which the grain 
flows as the pigs ea t it. Hogs do n ot 
ov ereat, as might n atu rally 
be su p­ 
posed, when they hav e free access to 
these feeders, hu t a n u mber of tests 
con du cted by the Un ited States De­ 
partmen t of Agricu ltu re an d v ariou s 
State ex perimen t station s 
show that 
with the in gredien ts of a good ration 
con stan tly before them they will mak e 
gain s more rapidly an d econ omically 
than when fed by han d. Resu lts of ex ­ 
perimen ts settin g forth these facts, to­ 
gether with plan s 
for con stru ctin g 
self-feeflers, hav e been 
pu blished in 
Farm ers’ Bu lletin 9 06 , “The Self-Feed­ 
er for Hogs.” 
The mark ed su ccess 
of 
the self­ 
feedin g sy stem is largely du e to the 
fact that the hogs may eat an abu n d­ 
an ce of those feeds which will n ou rish 
them to the best adv an tage. 
By this 
plan the av er;» , a farm er will hav e as 
good resu lts as the most ex pert han d 
feeder, an d the resu lts will be obtain ­ 
ed at mu ch less ex pen se of time an d 
labor. 
All the tests referred to show 
that the in creased feed con su mption 
an d the more rapid daily gain s are n ot 
made at the ex pen se of efficien t u se of 
feed. 
The self-feeder may 
be adapted to 
the u se of an y k in d of grain or feed, 
althou gh shelled corn 
an d 
grou n d 
feeds are most common ly u sed. 
Ear 
corn may be fed by this method, if the 
hopper is of su fficien t 
size to hold 
en ou gh feed for sev eral day s withou t 
refillin g, in order that the self-feeder 
may readily be adapted to differen t 
k in ds of grain , it shou ld be con stru ct­ 
ed with some mean s of regu latin g the 
open in g throu gh which the feed pass­ 
es. 
Care shou ld be tak en to see that 
the self-feeders are alway s 
su pplied 
with each feed, for if on e part of the 
ration is missin g the pigs will n atu ral­ 
ly eat an in creased am ou n t of an y oth­ 
er av ailable an d in su ch 
case 
will 
mak e v ery poor u se of it. 
The grain 
feeds may be mix ed or placed in dif­ 
feren t compartmen ts 
an d fed sepa­ 
rately . 
The latter plan is more su c­ 
cessfu l, for the pigs hav e been fou n d 
to be able to balan ce 
tbeir own ra ­ 
tion s as their appetites deman d.

They 
said the Germans were taking us to 
a neutral country , where we would 
be interned, which was just what the 
Germans had told us, but what few 
of us believed.

How to Make Scrapple. 
Scrapple—a m eat 
and 
corn meal 
mush greatly relished by many—puts 
to good use such meat as hog heads, 
hearts, and livers, and is a good use 
for corn meal also. The United States 
Department of Agriculture gives the 
following directions for preparing this 
tiish, excellent for breakfast, lunch­ 
eon or dinner: 
Whole hog heads 10 pounds, hog liv­ 
ers and hearts 2;. j pounds, (a small 
quantity of beef can be used also if de­ 
sired), corn meal (yellow or mixed) 
6 
pounds, buckwheat 
or 
rye flour 
yA 
pound, 
spices, 
as 
marjoran, 
sage, 
thyme, and pepper in proportion as 
desired, or omit those not desired 3 
ounces, salt }/t pound, liquid in which 
meat is boiled, use a quantity equal 
to the total weight of the combined 
solids. 
The proportion of the various ingre­ 
dients may be varied to suit individual 
taste. 
Clean the hog heads thoroughly, re­ 
moving the eyes and car tubes. ¿Split 
the head lengthwise and remove the 
teeth and the soft bones in and neur 
the 
nasal 
cavities. 
Place the hog 
heads and other meat into a large ket­ 
tle or caldron with a liberal quantity 
of w ater and cook until the meat falls 
off the bones. Remove all of the meat 
and soft tissues from the bones and 
chop the m eat by passing it through 
a m eat grinder. 
¿Strain the cooking 
liquid to remove any small pieces of 
bone. 
Place the liquid back into the 
kettle. Heat to boiling point, at which 
time slowly add the meal and flour, 
and stir constantly to prevent the weai 
from forming into lumps and also to 
avoid scorching. 
Boil and stir until 
the mass becomes thick, and then add 
the salt, spices and chopped meat. 
Boil 10 minutes, and while still hot 
pour the product into deep wet molds 
—bread pans will do. 
Pour 2 to 4 
large spooniuls of melted lard over 
the product in the pans. 
As soon as 
the product has cooled it is ready for 
use. 


W hen boning a "custard, add about 
half a teaspoonlul cornstarch;

will insure its not burning. 
A little ball of sealing wax on the 
end of a knitting needle will keep the 
knitting from sliding off.

Buckwheat Finds Use Combined W ith 


Wheat. 
Buckwheat bread 
and 
“buckcake” 
have been 
found appetizing substi­ 
tutes for wheat flour, in tests made in 
the baking laboratory of the Ohio Ex 
périment Station. 
Buckwheat 
bread 
resembles graham 
or 
whole wheal 
bread in color and flavor. 
For this bread a cake of compressed 
yeast, and two tablespoonfuls of sqgai 
or molasses are added to a cup of milk 
and a cup of water; then a tablespoon­ 
ful of lard or butter is put in, and 
finally 
2 y3 cups of buckwheat flour 
and a cup of wheat flour are sifted in 
aloug with three teaspoonfuls of salt. 
When the mixture is like a stiff batter 
it is ready to be put in greased pans 
and after rising two hours baked for 
3U minutes. 
For 
buckcake, 
three-fourths of a 
cup of buckwheat flour is added to as 
much wheat flour, three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar or molasses and a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt; then add three-fourths of 
a cup of milk, a well-beaten egg and 
a tablespoonful of melted butter, and 
bake for 25 minutes in a hot oven.

Electric Rain Producer. 
The director of the radio telegraph 
department of the commonwealth of 
Australia has invented an electrical de­ 
vice for increasing the rainfall, and 
thus far his experiments have been 
remarkably successful. He filled a dam 
in the desert country with 16,800,000 
gallons in three months. 
A long time 
and not much water, it is true, but 
still remarkable in a region of very 
low rainfall. His device is a huge kite 
supplied with electricity. 
These kites

“Boiling-Ov er” Guard. 
Among the v arious dev ices which 
nr» > intended to prev ent milk from 
boiling ov er, n report comes of one 
which solv es the problem in it v ery 
simple way, and the dev ice is v ery eas­ 
ily made up. 
It consists of a straight 
tube of say two or three Inches di­ 
ameter ct the top and expanding some­ 
what toward the bottom, where it is 
prov ided with a flaring and cup-shaped 
end 
of 
rather 
large 
diameter, 
the 
whole being somewhat of a trumpet 
shape. Out of the lower part are out 
say four suitable openings, and the 
dev ice Is set upright in the v essel 
with the small end just out of the 
liquid. 
Should the milk tend to boll 
v iolently this action commences at the 
bottom, and the liquid is forced up 
the tube, then falls upon the surface 
again, so thnt the boiling action will 
continue in this way and the milk has 
no tendency to leav e the v essel.

A nother objection to the printed 
m ark has been that it was subject to 
m isinterpretation 
in B ritish 
coun­ 
tries, w here it might be be m istak en 
to mean “ Made in Union 
of South 
Africa” or “ » Made in U nited States of 
A ustralia.” 
W hile the first necessity for such 
a trad em ark is to protect 
Am erican 
woods in foreign countries, 
a v ery 
im portant effect of its use will he to 
insure that m anufacture sold in in­ 
terstate commerce are k ept up to a 
standard and are in fact w hat they 
are represented to be by salesm en or 
by adv ertising. It is the present in 
tention of the D epartm ent of 
Com ­ 
merce to restrict the use of the pro­ 
posed national trad em ark 
to such 
m anufacturers 
and 
in 
connection 
with such commodities as will meet, 
certain standards of trad e practice, 
as well as of quality. 
The proposal for a national tra d e ­ 
mark has been endorsed by P resident 
Wilson, to whom S ecretary Redfield 
subm itted the first bill 
for'su gge s- 
tions before it was introduced in con 
gress. Secretary Lane and Secretary 
H ouston also hav e been activ ely in­ 
terested in the bill. N um erous com 
raercial org ■« 
zens an dtrade papers hav e approv ed 
the idea. 
Many small m anu factu rers

k et because they cannot afford to go
